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Torrance Lower Than 
Most in Tax Increase

Both In lux rale and Increase In population, Torrance Is 
holding her own by an average far better than most of the 
46 communities surrounding the Greater Los Angeles area, n 
recent survey showed.

Of the 45 municipalities listed, Ton-mire was 14th In popu­ 
lation gain surpassed only by Manhatlen Beach in the South 
Bay arcsi. The survey compiled by James O. Stevenson, di­ 
rector of tho Los Angeles Bureau of Municipal Research, 
showod that Torranco'had a 28.4 percent gain in population 
from 1945 to 1948.

A look at the percent of lax Increase for the three-year 
period showed Torrance had Increased 82.2 percent to place 
llth in lowest amount of tax Increase. High for the 45 com­ 
munities was Azusa with a. 247.1 percent increase. Glendalc 
was the, lowest with a 60.8 percent jump In the tax rate.

Population figures for Torrance showed 12,300 residents In 
1945 and 15,67% In 1948. A recent special census Indicated' that 
thp population of the city at the close of 1948 to be actually 
17,450. .
